The North Vietnamese, in re- 
treat, left 20 dead, the U. S. 
Command said. 
It was the fourth time since 
the enemy offensive began that 
heavy fighting had broken out 
just below the DMZ. The area 
had been relatively quiet since 
the Nov. 1 bombing halt. 


Three 100-pound Soviet rock- 


ets hit Saigon, killing 12 Viet- 
namese civilians, wounding 29 
others and wrecking more than 
30 houses just before dawn. A 
South Vietnamese spokesman 
called the attack "savage, bar- 
barous and bloodthirsty." 


One of the six-foot missiles 


smashed into the ground three 
yards from a crowded chil- 
dren's hospital ward. The blast 
sprayed chunks of metal about, 
ripped 
through shutters and 


smashed mirrors and walls, 
but only one of the 72 children 
was injured. A 13-year-old girl 
got a slight cut on her head. 
Another rocket tora through 
the roof of a house in a crowd- 
ed residential area on the south- 
ern edge of the city, killing a 
family of nine and touching off 
fire that spread to more than 
30 of the small, two-story tin- 
roofed houses. 
It was the third rocket attack 
on the capital city of three 
million residents since the of- 
fensive began Feb. 24.

Tho Apollo 9 rode the 36 -story 
rocket, the world's most pow­ 
erful, into orbit just 11 mtnutes 
after the Saturn 5 lifted off the 
pad. The orbit ranged from 118 
to 119 miles above the earth. 
Just about perfect. 
“We’re 
real proud of you,” 
Flight Director Eugene Kranz 
beamed toward space. 
“ Everybody here Is happy," 
he said. “So are we,” replied 
Air Force Col. James A. Mc- 
Divitt, 
the 
spacecraft com­ 
mander. 


While hearts beat faster on 
the 
ground, 
the 
astronauts 
showed Just about the level of 
excitement that flight surgeons 
expected, except for civilian as­ 
tronaut Russell L.Schweickart, 
making his first space flight. 
McDtvitt *s heart was beating 
at 135 bests a minute, and Air 
Force Col. David R. Scott’s 
heart was beating at 120 a min­ 
ute. But 
Schwelckart’s heart 
was ticking away at only 72 
beats a minute, only about ten 
beats faster than normal. 


He called down toearth, “This 
Is s rookie saying everything Is 
looking (•eautlful." 
Almost Immediately, the a s­ 
tronauts began checking out the 
complex, 
computerized sys­ 
tems In their $55 million space­ 
craft. 
Ahead are complicated mane­ 
uvers t<etween 
the spacecraft 
and the lunar module which is 
making Its first flight in space. 
It Is the odd craft that will ac­ 
tually land two men on the lunar

PENALTY IS SEVERE 
False Alarm Trouble

SAIGON 
(AP)— 
A strong 
North Vietnamese detachment 
tried hard and failed today to 
overrun a U. S. Marine artil­ 
lery base near the demilitarized 
zone. Elsewhere enemy troops 
shelled Saigon and more than 
30 other towns and allied bases 
in the ninth day of thetr spring 
offensive. 
Abvut 500 men of the U .S.3rd 
Marine Division fought off the 
attack on the artillery base, 
three miles south of the DMZ, in 
a day-long action that cost them 
13 men killed and 22 wounded. 
Heavy guns helped counter the 
enemy’s 
automatic 
weapons 
fire. 
The North Vietnamese, in re­ 
treat, left 20 dead, the U. S, 
Command said. 
It was the fourth time since 
the enemy offensive began that 
heavy fighting had broken out 
just below the DMZ. The area 
had been relatively quiet since 
the Nov. 1 bombing halt. 
Three 100-pound Soviet rock­ 
ets hit Saigon, killing 12 Viet­ 
namese civilians, wounding 29 
others and wrecking more than 
30 houses just before dawn. A 
South Vietnamese spokesman 
called the attack “ savage, bar­ 
barous and bloodthirsty.” 
One of the six-foot missiles 
smashed Into the ground three 
yards from a crowded chil­ 
dren’s hospital ward. The blast 
sprayed chunks of metal about, 
ripped 
through 
shutters and 
smashed mirrors and walls, 
but only one of the 72 children 
was injured. A 13-year-old girl 
got a slight cut on her head. 
Another rocket tore through 
the roof of a house in a crowd­ 
ed residential area on the south­ 
ern edge of the city, killing a 
family of nine and touching off 
fire that spread to more than 
30 of the small, two-story tin- 
roofed houses. 
It was the third rocket attack 
on the capital city of three 
million residents since the of­ 
fensive began Feb. 24.

WASHINGTON (A P)- Presi­ 
dent Nixon, just back from his 
flying visit for a series of talks 
with European leaders, sched­ 
uled a 9 p.m. EST news confer­ 
ence Tuesdav to discuss “ fore­ 
ign policy only.” 
The one -hour news conference 
will be carried live on nation­ 
wide television and radio from 
the White House East Room. 
Nixon will have an opening 
statement about his week-long 
journey, and then will take 
questions from reporters. 
The session will be devoted 
“ to foreign policy only,” press 
secretary Ronald Ziegler said, 
and Nixon will accept no ques­ 
tions on domestic affairs. How­ 
ever, Ziegler said, foreign poli­ 
cy questions will not have to be 
confined just to the European 
trip. 
Nixon was back at his White 
House desk at 8;55 a.m. today. 
Ziegler said the President had 
no public schedule today, but 
would be working with members 
of his staff. 


The President took time out 
this morning to watch the suc­ 
cessful launching of the Apollo 
9 spacecraft at 11 a.m. and to 
hall It as another milestone In 
man’s journey into space. 
Nixon told the crowd of con­ 
gressional leaders, adminis­ 
tration officials and diplomats 
who greeted him In the snowy, 
freezing weather at nearby An­ 
drews Air Force Base that his

If bodily harm or death re ­ 
sults from the false alarm the 
penalty is five years in state 
prisión or $5,000.

When a boy's 
relationship with a girl means 
no more than a momentary flir- 
tation and a girl takes it to 
mean something far deeper, she 
is setting herself up for a ter- 
rible disappointment when the 
truth comes out. Of course, it 
also

around. Boys are sometimes 
the victims of girls who are 
Insincere. The point is, both the 


boy and girl should be sure they 
understand what the other one 
means by "love" before taking 
the whole thing too seriously. 


In many boy-girl relationships 


which eventually misfire, the 
reason is quite different than 
just

Unfortunately for 
their 
victims, 
these 
ego- 


builders quickly lose interest 
once they know the other person 
has really fallen for them. They 
take off after new prospects to 
conquer. 
Does this mean that the boys 
and girls who play at the game 
called love are actually incon- 
siderate skunks and unsavory 
characters to have around? Not 
necessarily. During the early 
teen years the attractions be- 
tween boys and girls have al- 
ways led to playing the game of 
love through harmless but ex- 
citing flirtation. In most in- 
stances there are no sinister 
motives, neither is trying to 
take advantage of the other. It 
is simply the ages-old custom 
of sparring around, getting ac- 
quainted with several members 
of the opposite sex and gradually 
acquiring the necessary know- 
ledge of choosing a lifetime 
mate wisely 
when the time 


comes.

Our Thougfifs Are With Them 


There seems to be a peculiar notion abroad, one that ought to 


be squelched. That is that persons who oppose the Vietnam war are 
somehow inclined to look down on our soldiers serving there. 
The idea is strong enough that the Rev. Edward I. Swanson of the 
Episcopal Church's office for the Armed Forces felt compelled 
to defend military service, declaring it can enhance a man's 
capabilities, character and faith. 


"He can come out of It abetterman," Father Swanson declar- 


ed. And of our fighting men, he said: "They've been treated like 
second class citizens and outsiders, and made to wonder if 
they're aliens to their own countrymen." 


We do not believe that. Of course there are a few in our 


midst who would side with the enemy and treat our own men with 
scorn. But there is no evidence that there are many like that. 
Even the most militant of the anti-war demonstrators, for the 
most part, are against the war, not our soldiers, sailors, fliers 
and Marines. As a matter of fact, it is concern for them that is 
the strongest motive for opposing the war. 


This is not in defense of the anti -war stand — nor against 


it. 


It is merely to point out that there are very few who have any- 


thing but the highest regard and the utmost concern for our 
fighting men. 


Still Pay Our Way 


Most of us know that California agriculture is a giant in the 


nation's economy, but perhaps not everyone knows that of the bil- 
lions of dollars spent by the federal government in agricultural 
subsidies, very little of it is required by this state. 


Congressman Jerry L. Pettls, citrus and avocado farmer 


of Loma Linda, recently Inserted In the Congressional Record, 
for the benefit of his fellow Representatives, some revealing 
comments by Robert Mclnturf, president of the Agricultural 
Council of California. 


Of the state's 230 commercially-grown crops, Mclnturf pointed 


out, only five receive federal subsidies. Furthermore, our agri- 
culture industry has maintained its No. 1 position despite declin- 
ing 
net profits due to a cost price squeeze "more keenly felt 


by farmers in our state than in any other state of the nation." 


The squeeze, of course, comes primarily from labor de- 


mands. As Mclnturf put It, despite the fact that California farm 
workers enjoy the highest average farm wages with greater bene- 
fits than anywhere in the country, labor harassment has been more 
acute here than in all other states combined. "California agri- 
culture," he added, "with its wide diversity of crops, has problems 
that are unique to our state. Legislation that would put California 
at a competitive disadvantage with other parts of the country could 
have a serious effect on the economy of our state."

WHO'S FOR MAYOR? 


It isn't, as we all know, gener- 
ally 
understandable why an> - 


body should want to bethema\ - 
or of New York, and it is gen- 
erally accepted in the commu- 
nity of the sane that only mad- 
men aspire to the office. That 
is what makes the candidacy of 
Republican Senator John Marchi 
especially surprising because 
Senator Marchi is one of the 
world's sweetest, most reason- 
able men, by everyone's reck- 
oning one of the two or three 
most conscientious public ser- 
vants in Albany. And if New 
York was in crisis four years 
ago, 
now after three years of 


Mr. Lindsay the city has moved 
from 
crisis 
to desolation. 


One 
supposes 
that Senator 


Marchi, who has served for a 
number of years as chairman of 
the City Affairs Commission of 
the Senate, might very well want 
to render a little disinterested 
help to the largest city in Amer- 
ica. 
As usual, things become com- 
plicated. There is in New York 
an amiable bachleor of long ex- 
perience with political maneu- 
vering called CharlesMcWhor- 
ter, a former head of the New 
York YoungRepubllcans. He is a 
longtime 
Nixon man, and in 


these parts when McWhorter 
speaks, one assumes that he is 
communicating the pleasure of 
the President of the United 
States. Now Mr. McWhorter Is 
a longtime enthusiast for John 
Lindsay — they were young Re- 
publicans together back when 
the destruction of New York City 
was only a glint in Lindsay's 
eye. McWhorter's 
obession 


with Lindsay reached the point 
of urging him on Mr. Nixon as 
vice-presidential candidate in 
Miami. 
When the news trickled out that 


Senator Marchi was going to 
challenge Mayor Llndsaj in a 
Republican primary, McA'hor- 
ter materialized In order to ex- 
press presidential concern over 
the primary race. The headline 
in the New York Times was; 
"Nixon Concerned by Prospect/ . 
Of 
G.O.P Mayoral Battle 


Here." The story went on to 
s u g g e s t that President Nix- 
on frowned on Senator Marchi's 
projected interference with Ma- 
yor Lindsay's hold overthpRe- 
publican Party of New York. 


That was an eyebrow raising 
event, because other New York- 
ers 
close to the White House 


had 
ascertained 
that Nixon 


would stand aside — after all, 
Mr. Nixon Is hardly the man to 
declare against the Institution of 
the preferential primary. 


And then there arises the prob- 


lem of the Conservative Party 


of New York, which is not to be 
confused with conservative par- 
ties in other states, the latter 
being almost universally kooky, 
the former being, in the words 
of 
Mr. 
Nixon himself last 


fall, "a 
responsible political 


organization." During the fall, 
the Conservatives were denied 
the right to list Mr. Nixon's 
name on their slate, an act of 
disdain engineered by Nelson 
Rockefeller and Jacob Javits, 
pursuant to their position that 
a) 
the 
Conservative Party 


doesn't exist; and b) it is Nean- 
derthal. 
The drama now comes from the 
fact that the Conservative Par- 
ty intends to endorse the candi- 
dacy of Senator Marchi. John 
Lindsay, who in 1965 accepted 
the endorsement of the Liberal 
Party, will find it hard to as- 
sert the immorality of a fusion 
ticket backed by conservative 
New Yorkers, in the light of his 
own solicitude for liberal New 
Yorkers from whatever party. 


Meanwhile Governor Rocke- 
feller, who is not privately fond 
of Mr. Lindsay, has stouthear- 
tedly come out for his renomin- 
ation and election, even as Sen- 
ator Goldwater, in 1960, came 
out for the reelection of Sen- 
ator Javits. So that a President 
who isn't supposed to inter- 
fere in primaries, has been 
maneuvered into the endorse- 
ment of a mayor whose strik- 
ingly unsuccessful administra- 
tion is best associated with 
the Liberal Party whose politi- 
cal philosophy has governed, 
in a state whose governor's en- 
dorsement 
of the 
mayor is 


known by all insiders to be noth- 
ing more than punctilio. 
What 
will happen? Senator 


Marchi is going to give the 
mayor a very tough time. He 
will have the endorsement of the 
majority of his fellow Repub- 
licans in the legislature, al- 
most 
certainly. Fortunately, 


the 
Conservative Party has 


never 
gone 
in for great reg- 


istration drives — why should 
It — so that its supporters draw 
heavily from New York's Re- 
publican community. If Marchi 
takes the Republican Party away 
from Lindsay, which is possi- 
ble, Lindsay will run anyway, 
one supposes — on the Liberal 
Party ticket; and finally, intel- 
ligibility will return to the party 
labels in New York. 


WASHINGTON —While House 
liberals are still grumbling 
threats on the subject, con. 
gressional observers hold that 
they have given up attempts 
to unseat Speaker John W. Me. 
Cormick next year knowing that 
they just can't get the votes.

WASHINGTON — During re- 


cent administrations Protestant 
Presidents have had closer re- 
lations with the Pope than our 
one Catholic President, John F. 
Kennedy. 


One evidence of this is the 


fact that President Nixon, a 
Quaker, is flying back to Rome 
today for a special audience with 
Pope Paul. 


JFK, 
who had been unfairly 


criticized in advance of his e- 
lection as being the minion of the 
Pope, was careful during his ad- 
ministration not to establish 
an intimate relationship with 
the Vatican. 


Franklin Roosevelt particu- 


larly prided himself on estab- 
lishing intimate relations with 
Pope Pius xn and sent as spec- 
ial ambassador to the Vatican 
Myron Taylor, former chair- 
man of United States Steel. 
Kennedy did not appoint an am- 
bassador to the Vatican. But 
Richard Nixon has already in- 
dicated to close advisers that 
he will do so. 


Several Protestant leaders 


have been meeting in Washing- 
ton in opposition to the pros- 
pective Nixon move. However, 
it's understood he plans to go 
ahead anyway. 


Since the days of Pope John, 


who took the greatest steps to- 
ward ecumenical understand, 
ing, the Vatican has endeavored 
to increase its ties with the 
non»Catholic world. Pope Paul 
has enjoyed excellent relations 
with Protestants and Jews and 
ironically has been criticized 
by some Catholics for being 
tolerant of Italian communists. 


COMMUNIST DEFENDS POPE 


Last month the head of the 


Italian Communist party, Luigi 
Longo, addressing the 12th an- 
nual meeting of the party in 
Bologna, 
defended the Pope 


wholeheartedly on two impor- 
tant issues. 


One was not surprising, name, 


ly the Pope's war against pov- 
erty. The other was the Pope's 


opposition to birth control. 


The latter has aroused the 


opposition of many Catholics 
around the world. It was ironic, 
therefore, that one of the Pope's 
most vigorous defenders should 
have been the head of the Ital- 
ian Communist party. 


Incidentally, the Italian Com. 


munists, the biggest Commun- 
ist party outside of Russia, have 
adopted a noncritical attitude 
toward Nixon. Taking a cue from 
Moscow which has been on the 
whole friendly in its editorial 
comment toward the President, 
the Italian Communists have not 
demonstrated against him. Inas- 
much as the Italian Commun- 
ists control almost a third of 
the Italian voters and over half 
of Italian workmen, they could 
have launched a massive de« 
monstration. 


The party is somewhat divid- 


ed at the moment over Czech- 
oslovakia. The leadership has 
been just as vigorous in cri» 
ticizing the Russian invasion of 
Czechoslovakia as have most 
American newspapers. There 
is a militant student minority, 
however, somewhat similar to 
the minority student rebels on 
American campuses, which is 
rebelling against orthodox lead- 
ership of Italian Communists. 


ANONYMOUS EX.PRESIDENT 


If anyone had predicted one 


month ago that President Lyn- 
don Johnson could travel in 
the United States unnoticed, no 
newspaperman would have be- 
lieved it. However, the ex-Pres- 
ident managed to slip into Boca 
Raton for a 10-day vacation with 
his old friend Charlie Engel- 
hard of New Jersey without any. 
one knowing he was there. 


The Engelhards have four 


homes: one in New Jersey, their 
home base, one in Florida, one 
in Canada, and one in South 
Africa where Engelhard makes 
his money. He is the diamond 
king of South Africa, and big- 
gest producer of aluminum in 
the world. Also he's been one of 
the most generous contributors 
to LBJ. 


Only other guests of the En- 


gelhards at Boca Raton were 
John and Nancy Pine, neighbors 
from Jersey. Nancy confided to 
friends that she did some ad. 
vance reading so she'd know

what to talk to Lady Bird about. 


LBJ is sensitive about fly- 


ing on government planes, even 
though 
President Nixon told 


him, as he retired, that he must 
not fly commercial. Mrs. John* 
son flew commercial all over 
the United States when she was 
First Lady. Passengers seldom 
bothered her. Her secretary sat 
on the aisle seat with two sec- 
ret service men behind. 


Harry Truman used to fly 


commercial, and doubtless LBJ 
will adjust himself to commer- 
cial flights also. He took the 
trip to Boca Raton however, on 
a government plane and didn't 
stir off the Engelhards' spac- 
ious grounds. 


MERRY-GO-ROUND 


Diplomats were a bit flabber- 


gasted during the White House 
diplomatic reception when they 
noted that President Nixon wore 
pancake makeup. Since then 
they've been calling this the 
"cosmetic administration." ... 
Jerry Bruno, one of the eight 
former staff members of the 
late Bobby Kennedy who got a 
Ford Foundation grant to travel 
abroad, served as an advance 
man for JFK and RFK. He was 
excellent with baggage and mot- 
orcades but not one prepared 
to make a penetrating survey 
of Europe. Actually the $100,000 
subsidy given to former Ken- 
nedy staff members was a glori- 
fied vacation allowance and has 
backfired against all founda- 
tions. . . .When Willie Mae Ro- 
gers of Good Housekeeping was 
asked to tell the amount of her 
salary, she replied: 
"That 


would be like revealing a wo- 
man's age and weight" . . . 
"There goes the Truth-in-Pack- 
aging Law," remarked UPI cor. 
respondent Merriman Smith... 
Chief casualty of the Willie Mae

Most of us know that California agriculture is a giant In the 
nation's economy, but perhaps not everyone knows that of the bil­ 
lions of dollars spent by the federal government in agricultural 
subsidies, very little of it Is required by this state. 


Congressman Jerry L. Pettis, citrus and avocado farmer 
of Loma Linda, recently Inserted In the Congressional Record, 
for the benefit of his fellow Representatives, some revealing 
comments by Robert Mclnturf, president of the Agricultural 
Council of California. 


Of the state’s 230 commercially-grown crops, Mclnturf pointed 
out, only five receive federal subsidies. Furtherm ore, our agri­ 
culture Industry has maintained Its No. 1 position despite declin­ 
ing 
net profits due to a cost price squeeze “ more keenly felt 
by farm ers in our state than In any other state of the nation.’* 


The squeeze, of course, comes prim arily from labor de­ 
mands. As Mclnturf put it, despite the fact that California farm 
workers enjoy the highest average farm wages with greater bene­ 
fits than anywhere In the country, labor harassm ent has been more 
acute here than In all other states combined. ••California agri­ 
culture,” he added, “ with Its wide diversity of crops, has problems 
that are unique to our state. Legislation that would put California 
at a competitive disadvantage with other parts of the country could 
have a serious effect on the economy of our state.”

HUNDREDS of thousands 
of people suffer from nerve 
deafness which affects their 
serviceable hearing at work, 
in the movies and listening to 
radio and 
television.

I am distressed by the un­ 
scrupulous sellers of expensive 
hearing aids who slyly suggest 
that “now nerve deafness can 
be helped with a hearing aid.” 
These 
exploiting 
salespeople 
stay just within the law and 
the restrictions of the better 
business bureaus because of 
the careful and clever wording 
of their false claims. Thou­ 
sands of people who are least 
equipped to buy these instru­ 
ments are trapped by the ads 
only to find th a t the seller 
loses interest once the victim 
buys the useless instrument. 
It is sham eful but true that 
hundreds of thousands of in­ 
vested dollars and invested 
hopes are wasted because buy­ 
ers have not learned the sim­ 
ple rule of reliability of hear­ 


ing aid buying. Before any 
purchase is made, speak to 
your doctor and then to your 
ear specialist before yielding 
to the deceptive advertising 
claims of those who have their 
own “special and private mira­ 
cle 
wonder 
instrument 
for 
nerve deafness.’’

Only the air we breathe does 
not have a weight-reducing ar­ 
tificial sweetener. It can be 
found in every drink, in every 
canned fruit and in every food 
adored by dessert-loving peo­ 
ple. 
Saccharin 
and 
the 
cycla- 
m ates are believed to present 
no special dangers unless they 
are taken in quantities that 
add up to more 
than five 
grams a day. 
Some cases have been un­ 
covered of mild intestinal dis­ 
turbances from these sugar re­ 
placements. Their use should 
be considered as a possibility 
in any unexplained and new 
symptom. 
Actually I believe that these 
replacements 
f o r nutritious 
sugars play an insignificant 
role in sensible dieting. The 
few calories in sugar do not 
put the weight on as much as 
the high caloric foods that are 
eaten. I am alw ays amused to 
watch someone gorge himself 
with a five - thousand calorie 
meal, topped w ith a fattening 
dessert, then satisfy his guilt 
by dropping a pellet of sac­ 
charin into his coffee and be­ 
have as if he were leading a 
m onastic life.

WHO’S FOR MAYOR? 
It Isn’t, as we all know, gener­ 
ally 
understandable why any­ 
body should want to bethem av- 
or of New York, and It la gen­ 
erally accepted In the commu­ 
nity of the sane that only mad­ 
men aspire to the office. That 
is what makes the candidacy of 
Republican Senator John March! 
especially surprising because 
Senator Marchl is one of the 
world’s sweetest, most reason­ 
able men, by everyone’s reck­ 
oning one of the two or three 
most conscientious public se r­ 
vants In Albany. And If New 
York was In crisis four years 
ago, now after three years of 
Mr. Lindsay the city has moved 
(rom 
crisis 
to desolation. 
One 
supposes 
that Senator 
Marchi, who has served for a 
number of years as chairman of 
the City Affairs Commission of 
the Senate, might very well want 
to render a little disinterested 
help to the largest city In Amer­ 
ica. 
As usual, things become com­ 
plicated. There Is In New York 
an amiable bachleor of long ex­ 
perience with political maneu­ 
vering called Charles McWhor­ 
ter, a form er head of the New 
York Young Republicans. He isa 
longtime 
Nixon man, and in 
these parts when McWhorter 
speaks, one assumes that he is 
communicating the pleasure of 
the President of the United 
States. Now Mr. McWhorter Is 
a longtime enthusiast for John 
Lindsay — they were young Re­ 
publicans together back when 
the destruction of New York City 
was only a glint In Lindsay’s 
eye. McWhorter’s 
obession 
with Lindsay reached the point 
of urging him on Mr. Nixon as 
vice-presidential candidate in 
Miami. 
When the news trickled out that 
Senator Marchi was going to 
challenge Mayor Lindsay in a 
Republican primary, McA'hor- 
ter materialized In ordertoex- 
press presidential concern over 
the prim ary race. The headline 
in the New York Tim es was: 
“ Nixon Concerned by Prospect/ . 
Of 
G.O.P 
Mayoral Battle 
H ere.” The story went on to 
s u g g e s t that President Nix­ 
on frowned on Senator Marchi’s 
projected interference with Ma­ 
yor Lindsay’s hold over the Re­ 
publican Party of New York. 
That was an eyebrow raising 
event, because other New York­ 
ers close to the White House 
had 
ascertained 
that 
Nixon 
would stand aside — after all, 
Mr. Nixon is hardly the man to 
declare against the institution of 
the preferential prim ary. 
And then there a rises the prob­ 
lem of the Conservative Party 


of New York, which Is not to be 
confused with conservative p ar­ 
ties In other states, the latter 
being almost universally kooky, 
the form er being, in the words 
of 
Mr. 
Nixon himself last 
fall, “ a 
responsible political 
organization.” During the fall, 
the Conservatives were denied 
the right to list Mr. Nixon’s 
name on their slate, an act of 
disdain engineered by Nelson 
Rockefeller and Jacob Javlts, 
pursuant to their position that 
a) 
the 
Conservative 
Party 
doesn’t exist; and b) It Is Nean­ 
derthal. 
The drama now comes from the 
fact that the Conservative P ar­ 
ty intends to endorse the candi­ 
dacy of Senator Marchi. John 
Lindsay, who In 1965 accepted 
the endorsement of the Liberal 
Party, will find It hard to as - 
sert the immorality of a fusion 
ticket backed by conservative 
New Yorkers, In the light of his 
own solicitude for liberal New 
Yorkers from whatever party. 
Meanwhile Governor Rocke­ 
feller, who is not privately fond 
of Mr. Lindsay, has stouthear­ 
tedly come out for his renomin- 
atlon and election, even as Sen­ 
ator Goldwater, In 1960, came 
out for the reelection of Sen­ 
ator Javlts. So that a President 
who Isn’t supposed to inter­ 
fere in prim aries, has been 
maneuvered into the endorse­ 
ment of a mayor whose strik ­ 
ingly unsuccessful adm inistra­ 
tion is best associated with 
the Liberal Party whose politi­ 
cal philosophy has governed, 
in a state whose governor’s en­ 
dorsement 
of 
the 
mayor Is 
known by all Insiders tobe noth­ 
ing more than punctilio. 
What 
will 
happen? Senator 
Marchi is going to give the 
mayor a very tough time. He 
will have the endorsement of the 
majority of his fellow Repub­ 
licans in the legislature, a l­ 
most 
certainly. Fortunately, 
the 
Conservative Party has 
never 
gone 
in for great reg­ 
istration drives — why should 
it — so that Its supporters draw 
heavily from New York’s R e­ 
publican community. If Marchi 
takes the Republican Party away 
from Lindsay, which is possi­ 
ble, Lindsay will run anyway, 
one supposes — on the Liberal 
Party ticket; and finally, intel­ 
ligibility will return to the party 
labels In New Y'ork.

Franklin Roosevelt perticu* 
larly prided himself on estab* 
lislung intimate relations with 
Pope Pius XII and sent as spec* 
lal ambassador to the Vatican 
Myron Taylor, former chair* 
man of United States Steel. 
Kennedy did not appoint an am* 
bass ador to the Vatican. But 
Richard Nixon has already in* 
dlcated to close advisers that 
he will do so. 
Several Protestant leadei s 
have been meeting in Washing* 
ton in opposition to the pros* 
pective Nixon move. However, 
it’s understood he plans to go 
ahead anyway. 
Since the days of Pope John, 
who took the greatest steps to* 
ward ecumenical understami* 
ing, the Vatican has endeavored 
to increase its ties with the 
noiwCatholic world.

W ell-to-do Americans who are 
able to use ‘«tax shelters” to 
the fullest extent, even to total 
avoidance of Federal income tax 
liability, should not be soaked 
with a new special tax proposed 
by the T reasury Department. 
That is the prevailing opinion 
among the nation’s independent 
business proprietors, a poll 
shows. 
The fact that some million­ 
aires end up paying a lower 
tax rate than the average bread­ 
winner — or nothing at all —

did not convince a majority of 
the businessmen that the T reas­ 
ury proposal for a “ rich man’s 
tax” Is warranted, or the best 
solution to the problem. 


The businessmen have a solid 
reason for their opposition: 
The major provision of the law 
which enables some wealthy 
persons to pay little or no tax 
is the tax-exempt status granted 
to municipal and state bonds. 
Thus a wealthy widow whose 
inheritance is invested in tax- 
free bonds, with little other in­ 
come, may pay no income tax.

WASHINGTON (A P)-C uba is 
keeping a curtain of silence 
over the fate of most of the hi­ 
jackers who make one-way trips 
to Havana. 
One 
thing 
is clear from 
sketchy reports; 
Aerial high­ 
waymen rate no automatic red 
carpet treatment when they land 
at 
Fidel 
C astro's 
capital. 
Some get jailed. 
But concerned U. S. officials 
would like to know a lot m ore— 
and they say the Communist re ­ 
gime Is not supplying this In­ 
formation to the Swiss Em bas­ 
sy, which represents the United 
States in Havana, nor are Cuban 
press and radio putting out de­ 
tails. 
The question of what happens 
to the hijackers Is important, 
in part, because if word gets 
around that an unpleasant re ­ 
ception awaits them in Havana 
they may be less inclined to 
commit the crime.

Three 
juveniles were sent to reform 
school. Twosailors were court- 
martialed and sentenced to four

confinement 
at hard 
labor. 
Some of the hijackers 
were put In mental Institutions, 
one was acquitted after plead­ 
ing insanity and other cases 
are pending. 
But this accounts for only a 
fraction of the hijackers. The 
latest Federal Aviation Agen­ 
cy scoreboard lists 35 ‘«suc­ 
cessful hijackings” of U. S. 
aircraft to Cuba — meaning 
the hijacker made It to Ha­ 
vana. Of these, 13 took place 
last year. This year's total is 
already up to 11. 
On one recent flight the FAA 
had a man in the cockpit of a jet 
liner headed for Tampa. He 
turned around to see a gun- 
wlelding passenger holding a 
stewardess at the cockpit door. 
“ After we landed 
at Ha­ 
vana,” FAA traffic control spe­ 
cialist William Stevens related, 
“ two Cuban militiamen and a 
civilian boarded the plane and 
grabbed the hijacker. 
“ For a moment he seemed ap­ 
prehensive, then he handed his 
gun to the Cuban civilian say­ 
ing, ‘The safety’s on.’ That’s 
the last I ever saw of him.” 
This Is 
the last the FAA 
knows about the well-dressed 
passenger, 
age about 30. The 
current status of many of the 
other “ successful” hijackers is 
unknown to U.S. government of­ 
ficials too. 
Among the reports giving some 
clues is one from Alben Wil­ 
liam Barkley Truitt, grandson 
of former U. S. 
Vice P re si­ 
dent Alben Barkley. 
Barkley was charged with hi­ 
jacking a private plane to Cuba 
last Oct. 23. He returned to the 


United States via Canada and 
said he had been placed in soli • 
tary confinement in a Cuban 
prison. 
Another returned hi­ 
jacker, according to the FAA, 
spent his first six weeks in c u ­ 
ba in jail. 
Two Miami News reporters 
quoted an official of the Cuban 
Interior Ministry as saying last 
summer: 
“ These people are unstable, 
crazy, or they wouldn't do this 
. . . A person who comes here 
will be welcome, but not If he 
steals a plane to do it , . , We 
do not need people here with 
this kind of problem.” 
The basic reason for hijacking 
to Cuba lies in the cold war be­ 
tween the Communist-run is ­ 
land and its big neighbor, the 
United States. Washington and 
Havana 
have 
no diplomatic 
relations and no treaty In force 
between them for extraditing 
criminals. 
The United States has kept its 
doors open to Cubans fleeing the 
Castro 
regime — including 
some, such as the group which 
flew to Florida In a cropduster 
last year, arriving via stolen 
plane.
